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SUPERINTENDEND OF SCHOOLS REPORT 


The following report is submitted to the school boards and 
citizens of the Essex County School Union, rather than to those 
of a particular town. 

The statistics having to do with attendance and expendi- 
tures are based on the reports for the year ending June 30, 
1926. Such statistics for the present school year would be in- 
complete and misleading. 

The district consists of eleven towns, with a total of fifty 
teachers, and a school population of approximately one thous- 
and. 

Teachers and pupils ar e distributed as follows: Brighton-- 
12 teachers, 292 pupils; Concord—12 teachers, 245 pupils; 
Lunenburg—12 teachers, 220 pupils; Bloomfield—4 teachers, 
108 pupils; Norton—2 teachers, 60 pupils; Guildhall—3 teach- 
ers, 49 pupils; Maidstone—2 teachers, 26: pupils; Victory—2 
teachers, 18 pupils; Lemington—1 teacher, 12 pupils; Granby-- 
1 teacher, 10 pupils; Brunswick—no school, 14 pupils, (trans- 
ported to North Stratford.) 

Since September Ist I have made approximately 275 visits 
at schools. These visits vary in length from 30 minutes to three 
hours, averaging 90 minutes. I have endeavored to supervise 
the school work as such, as well as to attend to such matters as 
discipline, attendance supplies, and the physical condition of 
the school-houses—lighting, heating, ventilation and sanitation. 

The district employs 42 elementary teachers, and 8 high 
school teachers. Of the elementary teachers, 12 are in graded 
schools, and 30 in rural schools. There are 2 permit teachers; 
8 hold certificates without Normal training; 32 are graduates 
of Normal or Training Courses. The teaching staff is highly. 
efficient, presenting very few instances of incompetence or neg- 
ligence. The morale and efficiency of the teaching staff and of 
the pupils has shown a consistent gain. 

School attendance is in general satisfactory. For the last 
biennial period the per cent of attendance for the county was 
92. This is a gain of two per cent in two years. The average 
for the entire state was 91. Three other counties reported an 
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average of 92; one, an average of 93. In the district, Guildhall 
ranked highest with an average of 96. Bloomfleld and Granby 
had a rank of 95. Only three towns fell below 90. 

A few schools still present a problem of unsatisfactory at- 
tendance. A study of records shows that such schools, as a rule, 
have had poor attendance for a long period of years This in- 
dicates that the rate of attendance is largely a matter of local 
habit. A further study of records shows that, as a rule, those 
schools which consistently present g low per cent of attendance 
also consistently present unsatisfactory standards of schooci 
work. This indicates that efficiency depends largely upon reg- 
ular attendance. 

The value of the school property of the district was approx- 
imately $92,000. It was distributed as follows: Lunenburg, 
$30,000; Brighton $20,000; Concord, $15,000; Guildhall, $6004 
Bloomfield, $4500; Norton, $4,000; Maidstone, $4,000; Victory 
$3,800; Granby $2,800; Lemington, $2,500. 

The aggregate Grand List for the district is approximately 
$50.000. The average school tax rate for the district is $1.00. 
The highest rate in the district is $1.62:in Concord. For the en- 
tire state the average school tax is $1.21. 116 towns have a 
school tax of $1.50 or more; 21 towns have ‘1 school tax of 
$1.75 or more; 5 towns have a school tax of $2.00 or more. 

Approximately $59,000 was raised from school taxes-in tne 
district; $9,500 was received from the state; $10,000 was re- 
ceived from other sources, making a total $78,500 received an- 
rually for school purposes in the district. 

The greater part of this amount was expended as follows: 
elementary teachers salaries, $30,000; high school teachers sal- 
aries, $9,000; repairs $8,000; transportation, $8,600; fuel and 
janitors, $6,000; tuitions, $5,500; text books, $1200; furniture, 
$1200; supplies $2600; supervision, $3000. 

Elementary teachers salaries averaged $726 per year. The 
average for the state was $760. High school teachers’ salaries 
averaged $1112.50. The average for the state was $1415.00. 

166 pupils were transported, or received aid for transpor- 
tation or board. These were distributed as follows: Concord, 35; 
Brighton, 31; Norton, 24; Bloomfield, 15; Lemington, 12; 
Maidstone, 10; Guildhall 8; Lunenburg, 9; Granby, 7; Victory, 
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1; Brunswick, 14. The average cost per pupil per year was 
$57.20. The average cost per pupil per week was $2.42. 

The expenditure per capita for books and supplies was 
$3.95. This however is in excess of the yearly average, since 
the amount so expended contained some unusual items. 

The entire cost of maintaining the schools of the district 
was approximately $74.75 per pupil, per year. 

During the year improvement work has been done on ten 
school buildings in the district. There are now eight standard 
buildings, distributed as follows: Lunenburg 3;.:Guildhall 2; 
Brighton 1; Lemington 1; Concord 1. Work leading to stand- 
ardization has been in progress on six other buildings. 

In six towns of the district a savings campaign has been 
carried on under the direction of the National Bank of Island 
Pond. The results have proved the idea to be very much worth 
while. 

I want to call attention to Sec. 1332 of ane Public Acts, 
which provides that if a town votes a school tax of less than 
seventy-five cents on a dollar of its Grand List, such town shall 
not be entitled to State Aid except for supervision. 

There is a very grave need of regular, expert medical in- 
spection in the schools of the district. I recommend and urge 
the adoption of a program of medical inspection. I urge the 
school boards to consider this matter before the annual Town 
Meeting. Sec. 1313 and Sec. 13817 of the Public Acts provide 
that the school directors shall appoint a medical inspector for 
the town district if the voters of the town at the annual Town 
Meeting instruct them so to do, and that the medical inspector 
shall be either a physical or a trained nurse. “ 

(If House Bill 81 now under consideration becomes a law, 
it will place the matter of medical inspection in the hands of 
the school directors without previous vote at Town Meeting.) 

The standardization of school buildings is becoming not 
only advisable but necessary. There are now approximately 250 
standard or superior school buildings in the state. Of these 76 
were completed in the last year. __ Probably a larger number 
will be standardized during the next year. Within a few years 
standard buildings will be the rule and unimproved buildings 
the exception. I recommend that the policy of standardization 
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be followed consistently; and I urge the school boards of the 
district to complete at least one building in each town each 
year. 

I urge the adoption at the annual Town Meeting of a school 
tax sufficiently large to enable the school boards to complete a 
substantial amount of repair work during the summer as well 
as to maintain the schools during the year. 

I recommend the use of school houses as community cent- 
ers, subject to the approval of the school boards. I urge a 
closer cooperation between parents and teachers. I urge par- 
ents to make frequent visits to the local school, and to familiar- 
ize themselves with the policies and methods and achievements 
of the schools. ae

To see if the town will appropriate asum not to ex- 
ceed two hundred dollars to the Brighton Band, for 
concerts during the summer of 1927. 


To see if thetown will appropriate money, and if so, 
how much, to be spent upon the purposes of publicity. 


To see if the town will appropriate money, for the 
purpose of a new fire alarm whistle or siren. 


To see if the town willeappropriate the sum of one 
thousand doliars for the purpose of extending  side- 
walk on Derby and Mountain Streets. 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to defray the current expenses of the town, for the 
support of the poor, for the support of the _ schools, 
the making and repairing of highways and _ bridges, 
and the care of snow roads for the ensuing year, and 
to liquidate its present liabilities. 


To transact any other business that may legally be 
transacted at said meeting.
